Writer among the Antients or Moderns; for never did 
ftand fo confirmed in full Stupidity, nor appear 
more mature in Dulnefs, or betray more grofs Jgworance, 
mix’d with a pert Infolence, than this puzzle-headed 
Collector of Scraps about the Antiquity of Parliaments. 
He neither underftands the general Principles of Reafon- 
ing ; nor the Nature of the Evidence of Faéts ; nor 
the Meaning of the very Words he quotes from antient 
Hiftoriaus: He gropes in the Dark ; and then thinks 

‘uftify himfelf by faying, ‘That the Times would 
to jultify y iaying 
afford no more Light; whereas the Truth is, the 
Times afford Light enough ; but he has neither Reading, 
nor Sen/e fufficient to /ee by that Light. 

He begins, very pompoufly, with telling of us, 
«© That the Antiquity of Parliaments r been abfo- 
«< lutely denied by a Set of Proftituke Writers, who 
‘«* have endeavoured to perfuade us, that Liberty was 
‘* not our antient Inheritance ; but, that the People of 
‘+ England, by our antient Conftitution, were Slaves by 
“ Law cfablifoed; and, that the Parliaments of thoie 
«* Days were neither chofen by the People, nor compofed 
« of the People.” After this Charge, he makes a 
wife Remark, ** That it looks a little odd, while she 
“« Antiquity of Parliaments hath been vindicated by 
«‘ many of the ableft Writers in the Caufe of Liberty, 
“* that a Set of Men, who call themfelves Advocates of 
“* a Whig Minifiry, thould defend thele Prerogative 
“* Principles, and Lick up the Spittle (as he politely phrates 
“ i) of fuch flavife Writers, as Brady and his Fol- 
“© lowers.” 

''T is very true, that Liberty and Property were not 
our antient Inheritance: Our Forefathers felt the Weight 
of this terrible Truth; but what then? They were, at 
all Times, even the moft Antient, our Right, though 
not our Inheritance: For, what the Ingenious Author of 
the Perfian Letters fay, i8 petfeétly juft, «* That this 
** Controverfy is of very little Confequence to she pre- 
“ fent Interefis of the State,.and is rather, Matter of 
“ Speculation than of Ue; for, tho’ Liberty was but a 
** Year old, the Englifé would have juft as good a 
** Right to Claim and to Preferve it, as if it had been 
‘ down to them from many Ayes.” Now; 
what does this little Dabler in Antiquity and Regfaning 
fay to this Self-evident Truth? Why traly hé dbes not 
entirely agree with it; «* For, fuch is the natural 
. Temper of Mankind, that they are generally more 
- per ns) of as a Birthright, than of an 
atrn Acquifitions; and, as long Poffeffion gives a 
i Tide in Law, fo, the Publick Righo of Mankind 
«, uauire Strength by long Prefcription; and, if to this 
Rib. particular Compaas with our Governors, 
they become our Legal, as well as our Natural 
** Rights.” 

Wuar a profound Writer on Politicks is this Man! 
how knowing in rhe Rights of Mankind! "Tis plain, 
by publick Rights, he means natural Rights; for, im- 
ediately after, he calls them Natural, as diftinguith’d 
yt. as But, can na‘ural Rights acquire Strength 
Yop rycription? No, furely: ‘They are the fame 

rday, to Day, and for Ever: They are eftablifhed in 
ee Nature of Things ; and are neithér ftronger 
* weaker by Time : "They are the only Foundation of all 

Authority ; and, the {ile Reafin of all Laws : 
Rih ver are the Rights of Men in this Age, were their 
Pt Tene Age; for, | Rights are independent of 
They ¢ People have originally all Right in themfekves:

uT, let us follow our Author, who fays, ‘‘ That 


** it looksa little odd, to fee a Set of Men, who call 
** themfelves the Advocates of a Whig Miniftry, defend 


** thefe Prerogative Principles :” What Prerogative Prin- 


ciples? Surely, not fuch as I have juft now laid down 
about the Rights of Mankind. 


If thofe are Prerogative 
Principles, Sidney's were Prerogative Principles. Our 
Author {peaks again : Is it not a very odd Sight to fee 
the Defenders of a Whig Miniftry follow fuch flavifb 
Writers as Brady, when the Antiquity of Parliaments 
hath been vigoroufly maintained by the ableft Writers 
in the Caufe of Liberty: fuch as Selden, Sidney, Petit, 
Hody, Tyrrel, Weft, St. Amand, &c. What a notable 
Argument is this? A Colleétion of Names of Men! 
there is but ome of thefe Authors who thoroughly un- 
deritood the Principles of Liberty ; I need not fay, 
I mean, Sidney of Immortal Memory; who, had he 
lived in thefe Days, would never have wrote Ais Book; 
much lefs Patronix’d fuch feandalous Abufers of Liberty 
as the prefent Writers againft the Court. Mr. Selden 
was, indeed, agood Antiquary $ but he is againft our 
Author, even in the very Paragraph he quotes from 
him: Notwithftanding which, wraf'd in Clouds, and 
cover’d with Egyptian Darknefs, he gropes along, not 
knowing whether his Author is for him or againf 
him. 

Ir looks a /ittle odd, that the Advocates of a Whig 
Miniftry fhould defend Presogative Principles, and follow 
Brady and {uch flavif> Writers: Very odd indeed! But 
I will explain this Oddity ; and thew, why the Whig 
Writers, tach as Sidney, Tyrrel, &c. wrote as Advocates 
for the antient Conftitution; why Brody, and other Tory 
Writers, wrote againft it; why the Craft/man pleads for 
it ; and why I write againft it; after [ have juft men- 
tioned, that our Author has confounded two Things, 
which ought ever to be kept diftin®, Faas and Prin- 
ciples; for tho’ I agree with Brady in many of his Fags, 
and think them wmdoubted Records and trie Teftimonies ; 
yet I agree with him in none of his political Principles; 
nor ia the Ufe he defigned to make of his Fads. 

Tue Writers our Author mentions, who were for 
the Antiquity of Parliaments, defigned well ; for the 
Principles of Liberty, and the natural Rights of Man- 
kind were not fo thoroughly nor fo generally under- 
ftood as they are at prefent : Authority and Antiquity 
were very aweful Sounds ; they were loud, and carried 
ali before them, while the -w Voice of Reafm was not 
heard. ‘The Writers for Courts, which were big with 
arbitrary Defgns, had made great Ufe of the antient 
State of Englifh Slavery, and the Novelty of Parliaments, 
to induce the People to think, that if Parliaments were 
Safpentes or laid afide, they would be in as good a Con- 

ition as their Forefathers, and poflefs a/l the Rights 

which they held by virtue of the antient Confiitution : 
The Whig Writers therefore, to combat thefe Dofors of 
SJavery in their own Way, laboured to prove the Free- 
dom of the antient Conititution, and the Antiquity of 
Parliamerits; but whether they did prove it is the Quef- 
tion. I think got, and that we have no Occafion for 
Antiquity ot Authority, while we have Reajfon on our 
Side ; however, this was their Defign, and ’twas well 
meant. 

Tue Regfe of the Craft/nan’s fetting up the Excel- 
lency of the antient Conftitution, is with a full Defign to 
difgrace the Government, as it was fettled at the Revo- 
lution ; and to induce the People to believe, that they 
got nothing by all the Blood and T'reafure fpent in fe- 
curing King William upon the Throne, and in fettling 
the Crown on the prefent Royal Family. - And my 
Defiga in writing on this Subject, is to fhew, that 
New England (as Ld. Shaftsbury calls it) is infinitely 
cretecable to Old England ; that the modern Conflitution 
vaftly excels the antient Conftitution ; and fo to vindi-. 
cate the Wi/dom and Fuftice of the Revolution ; for if it 
is true, as thofe Authors /uppo/e (for they prove nothing) 
that the aztient Conftitution was as good as the modern, 
and that we were in as happy a Condition before the 
late Alteration and Limitations of the Crown, it follows,

Fixtra& of Letters tom the Army of the Allies in Italy, 
dated june 26th, at Marmirolo. 


N the 17th the Marfhal de Noailles marched 
to Goito (which is about g Miles from Man- 
tua) with the Body of Referve under the Command 
of the Marquis de Bonas, confilting of 12 Battalions, 
and 3 Regiments of Dragoons, and immediately fent’ 
the Grenadiers and Piguet Guard to the other Side of 
the Mincio, to ovierve fome of the /.nemy’s Cuirat- 
fiers and Huffars, who were advanced in the Morn- 
ing very near to Goito ; but they met with no Party, 
and re-pafied the Mincio, when the Germans returned 
with fome Detachments of Huffars to attack our main 
Guards. The Grenadiers and Piquet Guards coming 
up in a Trice, the Enemy retired, but came back 
again in an Hour after with z000 Liorfe, divided 
into 15 Squadrons, and being fheltered by the Wood 
between Goito and Marmirolo, advanced {o near to 
our Grenadiers, that they difcharged their {mall 
Arms at them, whereby they killed 3 Men, and 
wounded 5 ; but the Enemy loft 3 Officers, and 12 
Cuirafliers, and had a great Number wounded. The 
Detachmient after this retired to join Count Konig- 
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fegg. ts 
On the 18th, early in the Morning, the King of 
Sardinia, with our Army, paffed the Mincio oyer 
three Bridges, and took the Poft which the German. 
Army had quitted at Marmirolo, where is a fine Seat. 
of the late Duke of Mantua’s, about Miles North of 
that City, on the Road to Verona. . His Sardinian. 
Majefty, and the Marfhal de Noailles, thought to 
have gone next Day in Purfgit of the Enemy, but 
fufpended their March, upon the. Intelligence they 
received next Morning, that Count Konig{ J 
his Army, was retired to Caffiglione, beyand” Fem 
* Pozzola, and was on the March from thence tg@ ee 
‘ Villafranca in the Veronefe. When the Qigaem 
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® Sardima wert znd encain ned st Martirolo, the Duke 
* de Montem.: or Spaniards, advanced through 
* Ponte. Mol: ¢ Ronco-Ferraro to Caftellaro, from 
* wacncet ne jome I roops to get Intelligence 
Ss of the Enemy; whi'e the Marquis de Maiullebous 
* contunaucd With a Body of Kelerve to block up 
Ni here we are afiured he fuffers no Perion to 
* og In OF CUT. 

=e the zoth the Marquis de Bonas advanced with 
his Body of Referve, and took Pofleffion of feveral 
Pos ahout \iantaa, and next Day a general Forage 
was made up to the very Glacis of the fown, 
during which the Germans fired feveral Cannon-Shot 
fom the Place, but none of tac Foragers were either 


killed or wounded 
© On the 22d, Advice came to the Camp at Mar- 
* mirolo, that the Marquis de Bonas, who had been 
« detach'd the Night before with 1000 Grenadiers and 
* 1000 Horfe for Guflolengo, was got no farther than 
‘ Caffel Nuovo, which is 5 Miles on this Side of it, 
* berween the River Adige, and the Lake de Guarda ; 
* and that he did not judge it proper to advance quite 
‘ to Guilolengo, the Lnemy being fill there ; becaufe 
* the Count de Konigfegg could not multer up Boats 
¢ enowzh to fend all his Forces over the Adige. It 
* being thought neceflary, upon this Intelligence, to 
¢ reinforce the Detachment under the Command of the 
« Marquis de Bonas, the Marthal de Noailles fet out 
¢ the 22d at the Approach of Evening with all the 
* Grenadiers of the Army, a Detachment of 100 
« Men out of every Battalion, and 2000 Horie, for 
¢ Caffel Nnovo. By 9 o’Clock in the Morning he 
¢ arrived-a Mile on this Side of it, and there he joined 
*« the Marquis de Bonas. Afterwards he marched to 
© Caflel Nuove, where he heard that the Count de 
* Konigfegg, having Notice of his coming, pafied 
* the Adige with his whole Army, except two Regi- 
¢ ments of Huffars, which retired to the uarrow Paifles 
© of the Mountains, between the Adige and the Lake 
¢ de Guarda. ‘The Marthal de Noaulles, who had on 
* the 24th, fent back the greateft Part of the Troops 
« with which he had march’d to Caflel Nuovo, return’d 
¢ to encampiat Marmirolo lait Night, after having 
« furveyed the Banks of the Adige and the Lake de 
¢ Guarda. The-Duke de Montemar, who was advanced 
* with a confiderable Body of Troops to Cafliglione 
« Mantuana, is actually at Caftellaro. One of the 
* Parties of Jiorfe which he detach'd to view the Situa- 
* tion of the Enemy, met and defeated 200 German 
* Huflars near Villafranca, of whom they took 12 
¢ Prifoners ; but as they were purfuing the faid Huflars 
¢ they fell into an Ambufh, where they fuftained great 
* Lofs from fome Companies of Foot that were pofted 
* behind the Hedges, and fupported by a Detachment 
¢ of Horfe; bit notwithftanding the Superiority of the 
« Enemy, the Spaniards defended themfelves with fo 
« much Courage, that they gave time to a Body of 
*.Foot to come up to their Relief, fo that they kept 
* the Prifoners they had taken. By all the Intelli- 
* gence we have had of the Germans, fince they pafs’d 
* Adige, it appears that their March has been very 
* precipitant, and that the Van of their Army was 
© Yellerday at l'rent. 

¢ The Letters from the Upper Rhine, which are of 
‘ the 2d Initant, N.S. fay, That the Marquis de 
¢ Dreux, the French Lieutenant General, with 8 Bat- 
* talions and ¢7 Squadrons under his Command, in- 
* cluding the King’s Houfhold ‘Troops and the Gen- 
* darmenie is encamped on this Side the Selz, with his 
* Right at Nider Lim, and the Left at Stadeck, for 
‘ the Conveniency of Forage and of the River Selz. 
* The Count de Bell ile, with his Body of Referve,

By Advices from Italy it appears, that the Imperial 
Army is arrived in Tyrol, without receiving the leait 
Check in its Progrefs from that of the Allies 5 that 
Count Konigfegg their General, had caufed his Troops 
to be diftributed into Quarters of Refrefhment, where 
they are to reft till the Arrival of the Reinforcements 
he expects from divers Parts, to enable him to take 
the Field again and to relieve Mantua, which has Pro- 
vifions enough for feveral Months, and that in the 
mean time the Count is to repair to Vienna, to inform 
the Emperor of tbe State of Affairs in Lombardy, as 
well as of the Condition of his Army. 

The Spaniards, who keep Mirandola blocked up, 
have forbid the neighbouring Peafants, on Pain of 
Death, to bring any Provifions to the Garifon. The 
Troops employed in the Blockade of Mantua, fuffer 
great Inconveniencies, and have been expofed to the 
Air four Days together in a marfhy Ground, without 
pulling off their Cloaths. 

The Forces of the Allies that went in Purfuit of the 
Imperial Army, finding that it had paffed the Adige, 
are marched back to the Mantuan; and they obferve 
fuch exact Difcipline, that the Duke de Montemar, 
who has forbid the Spaniards, on Pain of Death, to do 
the leaft Injury to the Inhabitants, both of Verona and 
the Mantwan, has caufed 16 Soldiers to be hanged fer 
not obeying his Order.
